News Comes As Shock to 
.Many Friends in South¬ 
ern California 


Prominent in Club Affairs in 
City, County and 
State 


Covernment si “Fu.ssy” Kent 
er But Never Fails to 
Fay Its Bill 


Caroline Lincoln Osgood, wife 
of (,'aptain Josiuli A. Osgood and 
one of the most beloved women in 
.Southern California, pa.ssed away 
Thur.sday morning. The news 
conies as a shock to a host of 
friend.s. While her advanced 
years and frail condition were well 
known, the end had not been ex- 
(lected so soon. But her heart 
was unable to continue its neces¬ 
sary work and the gentle spirit 
look flight. 

Mrs. Osgood was born in Lowell, 
Mass., in 1846 but spent most of her 
early life in Boston. Unusual 
intellectual ability brought her 
many interesting contacts and rich 
experiences throughout life. One 
of the things of which she was 
particularly proud was that of 
serving as secretary to Dr. Dio 
Lewis, a pioneer in the .science of 
human diet. She was also a pio¬ 
neer in kindergarten work, having 
had special training under Miss 
Peabody in Boston. 

The marriage of Captain and 
.Mrs. Osgood took (ilace in Wel¬ 
lesley Hills near Boston, forty- 
eight years ago. Thus was begun 
a life partnership which was a 
constant joy to all who knew them 
as well us to themselves. They 
came to California in 1886, settl¬ 
ing first in Sierra Madre. They 
have owned property here ever 
since and resided here most of Hie 
time, (ilaying an important part 
in all the better pha.ses of com¬ 
munity life. During the nineties, 
the Osgoods resided in lx)s Ange¬ 
les where Capt. Osgood was asso¬ 
ciated with William .Mulholland in 
the water department. But during 
that period they often visited their 
Sierra Mailre ranch and never lost 
the intimate contact with this 
community. 

Mrs. Osgood was one of the 
founders of tin* Friday Morning 
Club in Los Angeles. She was its 
.second president, succeeding Ma¬ 
dame Severance, who was her in¬ 
timate friend. For many years 
she was iiarliameiitarian of the 
state federation of women’s clubs. 
Her classes in parliamentary law 
wei'C eagerly atteiuleii in l.os An¬ 
geles as well as in Sierra Madre, 
liy old and young. Tbey found 
not only instruction in that topic 
but rich insjiiralion in the ccmtacl 
of her fine mind. Pos.sessing un¬ 
usual literary culture as well as 
a ready wit, .Mrs. Osgooil was 
much in demand as a speaker at 
dull affairs. Tlie reverence in 
wlrich she was held by dub wo¬ 
men lias been many time.s attested 
in club meetings throughout the 
years. 

After her leturii to Sierra Madre 
to ivsiile, Mrs. Osgood was instiu- 
mental in forming the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club. She was 
its first president and has from 
the heginniiig been called the 
"club mother. ’ The Osgood room 
ill the dull house is u shrine to 
lier ineiiiory. 

No children were born to Cup- 
lain and Mrs. Osgood. But laplain 
Osgooii lias left to comfort him his 
son by ail earlier marriage, John 
A. Osgood. INiieral services will 
be held Saturday afternoon at two 
o’clock at the Huy A. Giant fune¬ 
ral ehuiiel.

(A Commutiication)

what they are. 

.As 1 understand it, the county 
anil people watit a new road aero.ss 
the raiiRe, a sort of half-way be¬ 
tween the San Rernarilino and 
SauRUs routes. In other words,!

liviriR midway between tlie two ^ 
roads mentioned. I 

The ai'Rument is, who can per-j 
suade the supervisors that their! 
particular road should be the cho-’ 
sen one. No one cun deny that, 
the San Gabriel is the loRical 
route, from five viewpoints listed: 

1. It is the shortest route thru 
the rariRe. 2. It is nearest to the 
ReoRi’uphicul center. 3. It follow.si 
river valleys the laiRer portion of 
the way, RivinR a lower ami easiei 
averuRe Ri-ade, with a summit but 
a trifle hiRher than the Santa 
Anita route. 4. It would take 
much less of the tax-payers’ money 
to construct. 5. It does not run 
through territory so liable to set 
afire, or to contaminate domestic 
water supply.

Beef 
may lx* used instead of veal if 
preferred. And a delicious loaf is 
made by suh.stituting one-half cup 
of canned tomato soup instead of 
the cream.
